SAYS FEED IS SHORT. 


County Auditor Reports to Super 
visors on Meals Served to Inmates 
of the Detention Home. 
The Board of Supervisors yesterda; 
received a communication from Coun: 
ty Auditor Lewis, stating that he had 
heard that the contract of C. D. Con- 
rey to feed inmates of the Detention 
Home had not been lived up to of 
late, and inclosing a report of EB. W. 


—_— 


Close, chief deputy Auditor, who per- 
sonally investigated the matter. 
The Conrey contract provides that 
he is to serve meals at 15 cents each. 
He also runs a public restaurant in 
connection with his kitchen. Close 
says that he witnessed the serving of 
a meal last Friday, with H. E. Brown- 
son of the auditing department. He 
says that the boys and girls were 
served with stew, two pieces of bread 
without butter, only water to drink, 
and a smal! plate of pudding. The 
public was served, for 15 cents each, 
Close says, with soup, choice of four 
entrees and pudding. He states that 
he has heard that the boys are not as 
well fed as the girls, and that they 
have been given spoiled meat. 

Conrey denied improper feeding of 
the children last night. “I am bound | 
by contract to serve good, nourishing | 
food, and I do it,” he stated. “Noth- | 
ing is said in my arrangement with | 
the county about serving the same | 
food that I give other patrons. That | 
is an outside matter. Some of the | 
children’s meals would cost more than 
15 cents, if figured on the a la carte 
plan, as I serve outside persons. There 
are no flat rate 15-cent meals for the 
public. I was absent when Mr. Ci 
visited the home, so can't tell what 
occurred that day.”’ 

The matter was referred to Super- 
visor Nellis, chairman of the commit- 
tee looking after the Detention Home. 
Conrey’s contract will expire next 
Tuesday. He says he does not know 
whether he will seek to have it re- 
newed.

LOST LOVES TALE. 


of Young Woman 
Found at Hermosa. 


| 


Note Says Man Brought 
Ruin to Her Life. 


One Named Tells of His Re- 
lations With Her. 


Wearing on her breast the picture 
of the man whom she had loved, but 
who had rejected her, her baby’s shirt 
and cap, the body of Christine Eker, 
former housekeeper of J. C. Butcher, 
City Trustee of Hermosa, was washed 
up on the Hermosa beach yesterday 
morning. While from the contents of 
three letters the woman wrote it 
would appear that she took her life, 
there were indications which puzzled 
the authorities. 

The body was first observed floating 
in the ocean and from this fact wa- 
terfront men argue that she was not 
drowned. 
by a blow was found on her forehead 
just under the hair, and blood had 
streamed from her nose and mouth, 
indicating a hemorrhage. The body 
otherwise was unmarked. 
he woman had removed her jacket 
and hat, and these articles, with her 
keys, silver watch and two handker- 
chiefs, were found on the end of 
Hermow Pier by L. My Clarke of 
Pasadena, and Dr. R. EB. Liggitt of 
Hermosa, who went on the pier to fish. 
Undertaker George Cote, who took 
charge of the body, was not able to 
savy vesterday whether death was 
the result of drowning or a biow 
which produced the hemorrhage. 
This, he said, will have to be deter- 
mined at the Corener’s inquest, which 
probably will be held today. 

TREASURED PICTURE. 

The picture the woman had treas- 
ured fs that of J. C. Butcher, who for 
two years has been City Trustee of 
Hermosa, and is foreman for the Bar- 
ber Aspha!t Company. He identified 
the body as that of his former house- 
keeper. 

Carefully tucked in her breast with 
the picture, shirt and cap wns found 
aiso a letter addresved “To Whom it 
May Concern,” and reacing as fol- 
lows: 

“J. Rutcher, Hermosa Beach, 
has ruined my life by promises he has 
not kept. I have borne him a child 
that is buried in the Odd Fellows 


Cemetery. One child fs here under 
bmy heart. I have lived as his wife, 
part of the tifhe as Mr. and Mrs.

The letter is signed “Mrs. J. C. 
Butcher, Ne. 1375 East Seventeenth 
street.” 


Rutcher was prepared for the trag- 
ic ending of his late housekeeper by 
a long letter which the woman had 
written and mailed in this city at 
9:30 o'clock Monday night. The let- 
ter was addressed to Marshal J. K. 
Mills of Hermosa and inclosed was a 
note containing a few words to 
Butcher. 

She wrote to Mills “When you re- 
oer this it is all over. I am no 

I feel I got to make a con- 
feasion to some one before I do it.” 
She then stated that she came to 
Hermosa in September, 1909, to keep 
house for Butcher and had not been 
there long before he proposed mar- 
riage to her. At that time Butcher 
was separated from his wife and Mies 
Eker wrote that he assured her he 
would have a @ivorce in about three 
months. She remained as his house-
